Alta. Wheat Elevators 


One crop may be only good feed to thousands of hungry 
cattle throughout America, but to western Canadian farmers— 
more of them every year—it is becoming an increasing source 
of bread and butter revenue. Tiny seeds of alfalfa, as at left, 
are bringing thousands of dollars in revenue. While its ragged 
little violet blossoms may look drab beside acres of waving 
wheat, it is not uncommon that as much as $6 000 be realized 
from a 100-acre field. The alfalfa farmer laughs at drought as 
little moisture is required to produce a crop; the perennial plants 
cannot be damaged materially by hail; soil drifting is impossible 
as the roots spread thickly and enrich the soil in which they 

row. 
. Girls as well as men work in the fields. In the lower photo- 
graph an overalled miss guides a horse pulling a “tripper’, 
through flowering fields. The “tripper,” a pole or wire, aids 
Nature in breaking open the buds containing pollen and seed. 

Particularly in the inter-lake districts of Manitoba, along

All these petty principalities were necessary in the early days. Com- 
munication was difficult; there were no telephones.

People living near the 
county line had to take a day or more to travel to the county seat. A 
county could not be much larger than the distance a sheriff could cover 
on horseback to convey a prisoner to the county jail. 

But the railroad came and the telephone and the automobile and the 
necessity for narrow county boundaries disappeared, yet the counties 
continue. They continue: because they provide jobs. Each county must 
have a court house, commissioners, a judge, a clerk and all the rank and 
file of tiny officeholders who, as individuals, draw little enough but in 
the egate are a huge expense. Expefts have estimated that at least 
65% of all the money spent for county governmient could be saved by 
sensible consolidation. , 

Human nature being what it is, if I were a county commissioner or a 
deputy sheriff I would not like to have my job abolished. It would not 
please mé to go on the dole or on work relief. Maybe nothing can be 
done about the counties now but I hope some one will issue a,loud call 
for county abolition some time soon. With all the policemen in New 


’ York City I personally feel no need of a sheriff. He can be liquidated 


any time and I don’t think it will endanger me a bit.
